IIow th e 
Invention W as Suggested to * 
Y oung M echanic. 
The air brake w as a creature of 
George W estinhouse’s youth. 
He had 
invented it before he w as tw enty-one 
years of age, and nearly a quarter of a 
century has passed since he saw his in­ 
vention applied w ith success to a ra il­ 
w ay train. 
It has gone upon record as 
one of the great achievem ents. 
T he air brake w as suggested to him 
on the inspiration of the moment, but 
th at is not infrequently the beginning 
of great inventions. 
T he suggestion of 
the divisibility of the electric current 
cam e to Edison one summer Sunday 
afternoon as he stood w ith Prof. B ar­ 
ker, 
of 
the university 
of 
Penn­ 
sylvania, 
w atchin g a m ajestic piece 
of 
m echanicism 
in 
operation 
at the W allace w orks in Ansonia. 
T he 
hint of the telephone w as received in 
an instant alm ost by Bell, and the sug­ 
gestion of the quadruplex telegraph 
came to Edison, as he once said, “ be­ 
tw een tw o 
th oughts.” 
Ericsson 
re­ 
ceived the hint of the screw propeller 
as he w atched a fish sw im m ing in a 
quiet pool, and W estinghouse had the 
first suggestion of the air brake w hile 
in a ra ilw a y accident. 
His train w as 
brought to a standstill, and they told 
him th at a collision had occurred, and 
then it seemed to him th at it should be 
possible to invent some m echanical ap­ 
pliance w hich w ould give an engineer 
command of a train such as he did not 
possess in the use of the throttle and 
the reversing lever. 
He turned tho 
idea over in his mind, and, being sk ill­ 
full w ith his hands and having the ca­ 
pacity of the inventor, he constructed 
in a little w hile the first model of the 
air brake. 
It happened th at not long afterw ard 
he w as in Chicago, and he met an inven­ 
tor w ho thought th at to him had come 
the inspiration for the perfect brake, 
and had such faith in this inspiration 
th at he had worked it out and had se­ 
cured patents for his design. 
W estinghouse said: 
“ I, too, have a 
scheme for a railw ay brake w hich w ill 
enable the engineer of a train to apply 
the brake from the engine to the last 
car, and w ill bring a train to a stand­ 
still in far less time than the 
hand 
brake now in use can do.” 
“ Ah, but,” the older inventor said, 
“ you can not m ake a brake w hich w ill 
do those things 
w ithout 
infringing 
upon my patents.” 
“ I can and w ill,” replied young W est­ 
inghouse, 
and w ithin a year he had 
done his w ork and found him self a 
fam ous m an.— N. Y. Sun.

SYNAGOGUE SCARE. 


A Senseless Panic Causes Loss of Life In 
New York. 
N ew Y ork S e p t, 24.— In a senseless 
panic in Ludlow street synagogues, 
crowded w ith H ebrew new year festi­ 
val 
service attendants, four women 
were tram pled to death this m orning 
and nine persons, so far as known, 
more or less badly Injured. 
The panic w as caused by some per­ 
son yellin g “ fire” when a candle fell 
over on the pulpit and set fire to a bit 
of drapery. 
The congregation stam ­ 
peded im m ediately. 
T w o other synagogues in the build­ 
ing w ere crowded and the worshippers 
heard the rush up stairs and joined in 
it. 
W hen the three stream s of w ildly 
desperate men and wom en met on the 
narrow stairs a struggle resulted in 
which the women w ent down under the 
rush of the frenzied men and life was 
trodden out of them. 
The scene of the tragedy was the six- 
story tenem ent, 27 Ludlow street, w ith 
a synagogue on each one of the first, 
second and third floors, connected by 
narrow flights of stairs. 
It was in the 
place of worship on the third floor 
w here the congregation Talm ud Toreh 
m et th at the panic began. 
This, like 
the others, 
is 
a plain 
room 
filled 
w ith wooden benches, a partition di­ 
viding it in the middle. 
In the parti­ 
tion is a door ju st the w idth of tw o 
boards, and through this those who 
were in front had to pass to get w ithin 
sight of the stairs. 
A t the partition 
door there w as a jam then a crash and 
part of it gave way. 
T he mass fell or 
•rolled down the steep stairw ay. 
More than 1,000 people in the building 
heard the rush and the crash overhead 
and with a common impulse ran for the 
stairs. A t the second floor landing there 
is a sharp turn. 
There again the mass 
stuck for a moment, but worked loose 
presently and the tw o maddened masses 
met, the one com ing down stairs, the 
other cuttin g in under it and tryin g to 
get ahead. 
A furious struggle ensued, 
men and women fighting w ith madness. 
On the low er floor the mad mass 
brought up against the rush from the 
low er synagogue, the largest of all, and 
all came to a dead stop 
Some person in the street had enough 
presence of mind to send out a fire 
alarm which brought the departm ent 
to the scene and the firemen succeeded 
in 
extricatin g the people from the 
blocked stairw ay. 
When all had been cleared out four 
women lay dead on the stairs and nine 
more or less badly injured. 
These were 
sent to the Gouverneur hospital. 
Some one threw the candle th at had 
caused all the trouble out of the w in­ 
dow and put an end to the fire.

Its Three (¡rand Divisions and Orgunlza* 
tlon. 
The royal Italian arm y, as at present 
organized,consists of the active or first- 
line arm y, the active m ilitia (“ M ilizia 
M obile” ), and the local m ilitia (“ M ilizia 
Territoriale") . 
The first-line arm y is 
composed of corps w hich are kept per­ 
m anently in active service. 
The active 
m ilitia is under arms in peace-time only 
during* the period of instruction, and 
occasionally as the 
m aintenance of 
public order and peace may require. In 
war-tim e it m ay be called out to co­ 
operate w ith the perm anent arm y in 
any m ilitary operations. 
T he local m ilitia is likew ise kept 
under anus in time of peace only tem ­ 
porarily, for the same purposes and 
under the same circum stances as the 
active m ilitia. 
In time of w ar it has 
the special destination of defending the 
cities and fortified places of the king­ 
dom; but in case of urgent need or for­ 
eign invasion it also m ay be called upon 
to aid in any field operation. 
T he organization of the perm anent 
arm y is as follow s: 
I. A general staff of sixteen gen eral 
officers in peace-time, takin g charge of 
the different 
perm anent commands. 
IT. A staff consisting of a com m anding 
general, 
who is 
the 
chief 
of 
the 
arm y 
staff, of 
tw o 
assistant 
gen­ 
erals, 
of 
sixty-eight 
colonels, 
lieu- 
tenant-eolonels 
and 
m ajors, 
and of 
eighty-four 
captains. 
T o 
these 
are 
to be added one hundred and tw en ty 
in fan try captains, six clerks and sev­ 
eral other assistants. 
III. The royal 
carabineers. IV. The infantry. 
V. T he 
cavalry. 
VI. T he artillery. 
VII. T he 
engineers; 
and lastly, 
the 
san itary 
corps, the com m issariat, the accountant 
| and the veterinary corps. 
The staffs of all the various arm s and 
corps of the perm anent arm y are in 
peace-time composed of officers in per­ 
m anent service, whose num ber in each 
arm or corps and whose rank are deter­ 
mined by special law .

the different services of one and tho 
same arm, or any one corps, m ay be 
changed every year through the B udget 
la w .— Col. G. Goiran, in H arper’s M ag­ 
azine.

“ The ottieial declaration of the free­ 
dom of the Fnited States from the flis- 
ease known as pleuro-pneumonia has 
been delayed until fully six months 
from the (Kxnirrence of the last ease, on 
which occasion the animal found dis­ 
eased as well as all others with which 
it had come in contact were purchased 
and slaughtered and the premises (jiiar- 
antiiied to all cattle from that date to 
the present time. 
Although in many 
eases four months is regarded as suf­ 
ficient this extension of the period of 
complete immunity from four to six 
months was advised to satisfy the most 
conservative, and the grounds for the 
present declaration and its issue and 
the raising of quarantine in the United 
States for this disease is thoroughly 
justified by the facts. 
“ The inspection system advised by the 
department has been maintained in full 
force and eifieieney in the eight dis­ 
tricts heretofore infected during that 
pericxl. 
The seaboard and frontier in­ 
spection and all necessary cattle quar­ 
antine w ill be strictly enforced, and 
there being no possibility of the occur­ 
rence of contagious pleuro-pneumonia 
save by its introduction from foreign 
ports, the country may congratulate 
itself upon the removal of all apprehen­ 
sion for its cattle on the score of con­ 
tagious plcuro-pneumoiiiiu”

The through freight was due at the 
latter point at 10:1.5. 
The freight wa.s 
a little behind time and 4vas running 
on orders not to stop at New Hampton. 
The road enters New Hampton from 
the north, but within sixty rods makes 
a turn going directly east 
This makes a bad curve in the road 
and it is rendered still worse by the 
grove, which entirely shuts out vision 
until within forty rods of the station. 
The train was going at alKiut the 
fate of thirty miles an hour. 
When 
within about t<*u rod.s of the caboose of 
the construction train the freight en­ 
gineer .saw the peril confronting him 
and telling his fireman to jump, he 
reversed the lever and both left the en­ 
gine. 
It was just in time to save their lives, 
for a moment later the engine smashed 
into the calxx).se, fairly splitting it in 
two. 
The cab(x>se and three freight 
cars were piled up in a promiscuous 
ma.s.s. 
The engine was buried in three 
feet of earth 
In the caboose of the construction 
train were at least twelve persons and 
six of the.se were killed outright, one 
has since died, three are dangerously 
injured and two are unaccounted for.

lan advanced and ordered the lecturer 
to put away his revolvers, assuring him 
he was in no danger.

Nolan attempted to wrest the wt apons 
from him. 
Both went to the ground. 
While down Lyons fired three tiines. 
Noland cried that he had been killed, 
and lay limp upon the ground.
